•nd unfeigned thanks for this manifesta­ 
tion of tim popular regard and confidence 
and for lim congratulations winch you have 
been pleased lo express lo mc, upon lim 
termination and result of lim late politi­ 
cal contest. 
I am fully sensible that these 
congratulations arc not, and cannot be per­ 
sonal to myself, 
h i s the eminent success 
of our common principals which has spread 
such general joy over the land. 
The po­ 
litical struggle through which the country 
lits just passed, has been deeply exciting. 
Extraordinary causes have existed to make 
it so. 
It has terminated—it is now over— 
aud I sincerely hope and believe, has been 
den led by the sober and Bottled judgment 
of tho American people. 
In exchanging 
mutual congratulations 
with each other upon the result ut the late 
election, the democratic party should re- 
member, in calmly reviewing the contest, 
that thcportion of our follow citizens who
